Ms. Dutt gave a brief overview of the 2023 rates for the individual market. Ms. Dutt noted 
the average rate increase for 2023 was 6.6 percent across all health plans.

Michelle Yamanaka, Supervising Examiner, Office of Financial Review, provided an 
update on the financial solvency of Risk Bearing Organizations (RBOs) for the quarter 
ending June 30, 2022.
